In representative papers studied, crime and distaster “came 
second, and a poor second, to constructive news.” 
The newspaper “show window” was found to devote only 
22.5 per cent of its space to crimes, criminal proceedings and acci­ 
dent cases involving criminality. 
Politics and government took 
the lead, with 38.5 per cent of space. 
Foreign news claimed 12.5 
percent, stories of great disasters and scientific comment on them 
14.5 per cent, business 5 per cent, arts and sciences 3 per cent, 
with I per cent apiece for society, religion, obituaries and sport. 
The most noteworthy fact about the front page, the observ­ 
ers discover, is not its emphasis on crime but its growing empha­ 
sis on public affairs, both domestic and foreign. 
There is also a 
remarkable growth iii the conspicuous space given to news about 
the arts and sciences. 
All this reflects a more enlightened taste on the part of the 
reading public. But the newspapers do not only reflect the pub­ 
lic mind; they also influence it, and perhaps they arc usually just 
a little ahead of it. Certainly the evidence of these figures, along 
with various other facts, shows no deterioration in the standards 
of American newspapers, but just the opposite.

known to have been sixteen aviators 
whose lives were saved by the suc­ 
cessful operation of the Army para­ 
chute 
Two of them were testing dif­ 
ferent type ‘chutes, but because they 
were making the demonstration on an 
Army field the officers in charge In­ 
sisted upon their wearing the regula- 
I tion parachute in addition. It proved 
.a very lucky thing for them that, they 
I were not permitted to make the ex­ 
periment without being equipped with 


1 a parachute which had proved its ef­ 
fectiveness. 
While it is considered safer tx) make 
those parachute jumps from a high 
altitude, a successful jump has been 
made from an altitude as low as J50 
feet. 
The rate of 
descent is about 
sixteen or eighteen feet per second. 
When about to land the aviator should 
face about the direction of the drift if 
jK>ssihle, with the legs slightly bent. 
He should not attempt to stand up. It 
is better to sink 
In u loose position 
and roll if necessary. 
The service parachute has a tre­ 
mendous strength. Each of the twenty- 
four small silk shroud lines is tested 
to withstand a pull of IOO pounds. Th* 
parachutes are all tested and known j 
to be capable of functioning properly i 
with a weight of 200 pounds at a speed 
of 400 miles per hour. 
This is estl- j 
mated to be considerably in excess of 1 
any conditions that would be encoun­ 
tered In actual secvi e, since in free 
air man's body is not likely to attain 
a velocity of more than 300 miles per 
hour at the most. 
All Made of Silk. 
The parachutes are made of care­ 
fully chosen silk and have a diameter 
of 24 feet. 
Their total weight when 
packed is about 18 pounds. The shroud 
lines or cordage are extremely fine 
silk, made by an American manufac­ 
turer of fishing equipment, and the 
same quality is said not to be availa­ 
ble any place in the world. 
The method by which the parachute 
is released is interesting and unfamil­ 
iar to the majority of people not act­ 
ively engaged in aviation. 
In addi­ 
tion to the main parehute. the pack 
contains a smaller one about three 
feet In diameter. 
When the rip cord 
is pulled this pilot parachute autom at­ 
ically opens with umbrella like springs 
and it in turn drags the large one out 
of the pack Into the air. 
The rate of descent Is controlled by 
springs in an eighteen-inch vent in 
the top of the parachute which are 
designed to regulate the flow of air 
through the ‘chute. 
The porosity of 
the parachute fabric also has a very 
important hearing upon the rate of 
descent, and after a great deal .of ex­ 
perimentation an 
Asiatic 
silk 
was 
chosen because of 
its 
quality 
and 
strength, as well as Its light weight. 
This same type parachute is to be. 
used by the Canadian air force. 
A 
representative was sent to one of the 
flying fields in (lie Middle West to 
make a study of the service parachute, 
and his report on it has resulted In the 
adoption of this type by the Canadian 
government. 
The parachute of course presents a 
tremendous field for the aspiring avi­ 
ator.

known to have been sixteen aviators 
whose lives were saved by the suc­ 
cessful operation of the Army para­ 
chute 
Two of them were testing dif­ 
ferent type ‘chutes, but because they 
were making the demonstration on an 
Army field the officers in charge In­ 
sisted upon their wearing the regula­ 
tion parachute In addition. It proved 
a very lucky thing for them that they 
were not permitted to make the ex­ 
periment without being equipped with 
a parachute which had proved its ef­ 
fectiveness. 
While if is considered safer to make 
those parachute jumps from a high 
altitude, a successful jump has been 
made from un altitude as low as 150 
feet. 
The rate of 
descent is about 
sixteen or eighteen feet per second. 
When about to land the aviator should 
face about the direction of the drift if 
possible, with tile legs slightly bent. 
He should not attempt to stand up. It 
is better to sink 
in a lo.ose position 
and roll if necessary. 
The service parachute has a tre­ 
mendous strength. Each of the twenty- 
four small silk shroud lines is tested 
to withstand a pull of 400 pounds. Th# 
parachutes are all tested and known ! 
to be capable of functioning properly! 
with* a weight of 200 pounds at a speed I 
of 400 milos per hour. 
This is esti­ 
mated to be considerably in excess of ' 
any conditions that would be encoun­ 
tered In actual servo <•, since in free 
air man's body is riot likely to attain 
a velocity of more than 300 miles per 
hour at the most. 
All Made of Silk. 
The parachutes are made of care­ 
fully chosen silk and have a diameter 
of 24 feet. 
Their total weight when 
packed is about IR pounds. The shroud 
lines or cordage are extremely fine 
silk, made by an American manufac­ 
turer of fishing equipment, and the 
same quality is said not to be availa­ 
ble un,\ place in the world. 
The method by which the parachute 
is released is interesting and unfamil­ 
iar to the majority of people not act­ 
ively engaged in aviation. 
In addl* 
Hon to the main parchute, the pack 
contains a smaller one about three 
feet In diameter. 
When the rip cord 
is pulled this pilot parachute automat­ 
ically opens with umbrella like springs 
and it in turn drags the large one out 
of the pack into the air. 
The rate of descent Is controlled by 
springs in an eighteen-inch vent in 
the top of the parachute which arc 
designed to regulate the flow' of air 
through the ‘chute. 
The porosity of 
the parachute fabric also has a very 
important hearing upon the rate of 
descent, and after a great deal of ex­ 
perimentation an 
Asiatic 
silk 
was 
chosen because of 
its 
quality 
and 
strength, as well as its light weight. 
This same type parachute is to be, 
used bv the Canadian air force. 
A 
representative was sent to one of the 
flying fields in (lie Middle West to 
make a study of the service parachute, 
and his report on it has resulted In the 
adoption of this type by the Canadian 
government. 
The parachute of course presents a 
tremendous field for the aspiring avi­ 
ator.

Front Page Stuff 


Attention lately has been directed to the newspaper display 
of crime. 
The press as a whole has been criticised for "letting 
crime news monopolize the front page.” 
A prolonged survey 
made in the University of Pennsylvania shows that this is not 
true. In representative papers studied, crime and distaster "came 
second, and a poor second, to constructive news.” 
The newspaper "show window” was found to devote only 
22.5 per cent of its space to crimes, criminal proceedings and acci­ 
dent cases involving criminality. 
Politics and government took 
the lead, with 38.5 per cent of space. 
Foreign news claimed 12.5 
per cent, stories of great disasters and scientific comment on them 
14.5 per cent, business 5 per cent, arts and sciences 3 per cent, 
with I per cent apiece for society, religion, obituaries and sport. 
The most noteworthy fact about the front page, the observ­ 
ers discover, is not its emphasis on crime but its growing empha­ 
sis on public affairs, both domestic and foreign. 
There is also a 
remarkable growth in the conspicuous space given to news about 
the arts and sciences. 
All this reflects a more enlightened taste on the pail; of the 
reading public. But the newspapers do not only reflect the pub­ 
lic mind; they also influence it, and perhaps they are usually just 
a little ahead of it. Certainly the evidence of these figures, along 
with various other facts, shows no deterioration in the standards 
of American newspapers, but just the opposite.
